Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-8, 11, 12, 14 and 15 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

Claim 1, line 5, "during" is mistyped as "curing". In addition, the claim recites in 
step a "the set of path memory symbols" are based on "the current input sample". 
However step b recites the reverse for the next cycle path and next cycle input. More 
specifically, step b recites "select ... as the next cycle input sample based on ... the 
next cycle path memory". 

The same comment applies to claims 2-8. 

A goal is set forth in the preamble of claiml 1 for "a multiple decision feedback 
equalized. However, the body of the claim, other than "plural output", does not recite 
any element related to the equalizer. Certainly, a plural output lines do not in anyway 
form an equalizer. The same comment applies to claims 12, 14 and 15. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed.
